NEW YORK (AP) — John S. 


Knight and staff members of 
two of his newspapers won sep. 
arate 1968 Pulitzer Prizes for 
journalistic excellence Monday, 
in a 
unique three, category 


sweep of the awards. 


Never In the 52.year history of 


the prizes had members of one 
group of newspapers won three 
awards in a single year. There 
have been double awards on 
seven occasions. 


Knight, editorial director of 


the Knight Newspapers, was 
honored for distinguished edito- 
rial writing. The Detroit Free 
Press staff was cited in the 
field of local reporting for its 
coverage of last summer's riots 
there. Eugene Gray Payne of 
Knight's Charlotte, N.C., Ob- 
server, was named the out. 
standing editorial cartoonist of 
1967. 
The Free Press has been shut 


down since last November by a 
labor dispute. It was believed to 
be the first time a Pulitzer 
Prize has gone to a newspaper 
which Is not publishing. 


The Riverside, Calif., Press. 


Enterprise won the Pulitzer 
Prize for meritorious public 
service for Its expose of corrup- 
tion to the courts to connection 
with the handling of property 
and estates of an Indian tribe to 
California. 


The Pulitzer Prize for fiction 


went to William Styron for his 
book, "The Confessions of Nat 
Turner," based on the only ef- 
f ective slave revolt to American 
history. 


George F. Kennan, a veteran 


diplomat, became a two-time 
prize winner. He received the 
1968 awardfor biography for his 
"Memoirs, 1925-1950." He was 
the 1957 winner to history. 


For the fourth time to the past 


six years, the Columbia Univer. 
slty Board of Trustees omitted a 
Pulitzer Prize for drama. 


The prizes were established to 


the will of the late Joseph PuL 
Itzer, who died to 1911, and were 
first awarded to 1917. Pulitzer 
was founder of the St. Louis 
Post. Dispatch and publisher of 
the old New York World.

After dark, a blast rocked 


downtown Saigon. It destroyed a 
car and damaged others nearby 


but there were no reports of 
casualties. U.S. officers said the 
blast was from a rocket or mor. 
tar but other sources said an ex. 
plosive charge may have been 
placed in the car.

It was generally agreed that 


the attack Sunday ,on Saigon 
and 121 other cities, towns and 
military Installations—mostly 
by shelling—was a show of force 
to influence preliminary U.S.. 
North Vietnamese peace talks 
set for this week In Paris. 


U.S.,officials said other pur- 


poses might be to shake U.S. 
public opinion, to strengthen the 
North Vietnamese bargaining 
position to Paris or to scare the 
population of Saigon.

If the test is not passedWf 


firmness is not shown, in fact— 
the other side's negotiators' 
task is, at a minimum, im- 
mensely complicated. 
Thus 


the President's successful re- 
jection of two really unaccept- 
able meeting places has consid- 
erably strengthened the hands of 
Gov. Averill Harriman and his 
colleagues. And if Paris is 
not exactly ideal for us, it was 
at least the preferred negotia- 
ting site of the South Vietnam. 
ese. 


Even with Gov. Harriman's 


hand thus strengthened, how- 
ever, President Johnson did 
well to discourage expectations 
of quick results in Paris. To 
begin with, the talks there are 
to be strictly limited, at any 
rate in the initial phase, to the 
matter of a complete cessation 
of 
all American bombing of 


North Vietnam. 


The Norm Vietnamese have 


not merely announced thislimi. 
tation publicly. They have also 
insisted upon it in an official 
message to the American gov.

ernment has agreed to go to 
Paris despite this message, 
there will be no easy escape 
from the limitation it imposed, 
unless the Hanoi leaders change 
their minds.

North Vietnamese negotiator, 
Nguyen Xuan Thuy, can be ex- 
pected to begin by endlessly 
reiterating HanoFs former de.

stance Democrats contend that 
they are the chief backers of 
several bills for which the Gov- 
ernor claims credit in his list. 


There are apparent reasons 


why some of the items have 
been dropped. Some had to do 
with the constitutional amend- 
ments recently passed. Others 
have been incorporated into new 
bills. 


The item, "Chemical test for 


drunken drivers" was dropped 
from the list — and yet the Gov- 
ernor made a big publicity 
splash the other day by includ- 
ing it as the main bill in his 
highway safety program I He 
also has dropped the battle to 
continue the Department of In- 
ternal Affairs (which the Demo- 
crats fought long and bard to 
abolish or reduce in 1967). 


But what happened to the bill 


to provide transportation of 
school children along hazard, 
ous^ routes? The bill was intro- 
duced early in 1967 and quick, 
ly moved onto the Senate calen- 
dar. It was sponsored by three 
Republican leaders and a Dem. 
ocrat. But it was routinely re- 
ferred to the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee on February 
20. Sometime in the interim it 
must have died a. quiet death. 


The bill would have provided 


transportation for school chil. 
dren in areas in which there are 
no sidewalks and traffic con- 
ditions are such that walking on 
the shoulder of the road con- 
stitutes a hazard to the safety 
of the child. Isn't school bus 
transportation provided in the 
interest of the safety of the 
child? A girl was killed under 
these circumstances last winter 
in the Hamsburg West Shore 
area. 


The Mid Atlantic Air Pollu- 


tion Pact was the Initial item of 
tne Governor's conservation 
package last April. It received 
sponsorship of 49 members of 
the House and passed in that 
House 201-0, but now is in the 
Senate Committee on Forests 
and Waters. Other bills in the 
package have also been stalled 
but have not been dropped from 
the priority list. One wonders 
why this one was. 


And then there is the Vietnam 


Bonus Bill introduced into the 
Senate on April 4, 1967, with 
Senator Clarence D. Bell, Dela- 
ware Republican, as chief spon. 
sor. 
Mr. Bell is one of the 


state's foremost leaders of vet. 
erans groups. 


He steered the bill through a 


494 vote In the Senate and it 
was reported out of committee 
in the House — apparently head. 
ed for easy passage. The cur. 
rent fiscal difficulties of the 
Governor have nothing to do 
with dropping the bill since it 
would be funded by abond issue. 


The Slum Lord bill was part 


of Mr. Shafer's 1967 consum- 
er protection package. He prob- 
ably hopes his 1968 program 
on the same subject, introduced 
on last week, fares better; not 
a single bill from the 1967 edi- 
tion passed. 
The Slum Lord 


Bill had 12 of the top Republi- 
cans as sponsors, including Ma- 
jority Leader Lee A. Donald- 
son, but it never got out of 
committee. Now the Governor 
has apparently dropped support 
of the measure; at least it is 
no longer on the administra- 
tion's priority list. 


Then there is the high speed 


rail transportation bill, Intro, 
duced by the Republican lead, 
ership last August. Similar 
moves have resulted in charg- 
es of illegality by Milton Shapp, 
the Democratic candidate for 
governor in 1966. The bill was 
on the floor of the Senate last 
December but has been sent 
back to committee. The Gov. 
ernor backed it last year, but it 
is not listed on the latest pri- 
ority schedule. 


The strangest bill of the whole 
list is the Governor's income 
tax bill, introduced as House 
BUI 1178 last June. The Gov. 
ernor said he Just wanted it as 
a standby measure then andhad 
a complicated triggering de. 
vice.

There 
they saturated the airways with 
radio and TV spots, made cash 
contributions to the parishes of 
Negro Protestant preachers, 
and deluged weekly newspapers 
with political ads. 


West Virginia was played up as a Protestant 


state which a Catholic couldn't possibly win, 
and when Kennedy defeated the moderately fi- 
nanced Protestant Hubert Humphrey to win it, 
Kennedy's bandwagon rush for the Democratic 
nomination began. 


Today, much the same strategy is being used 


in Indiana. 


There the Kennedy people took a political poll 


before Bobby went into Indiana. It showed he 
had a chance to win by a substantial margin. 
Then he started running as if he were the un- 
derdog, when actually he was about as much 
of an underdog as George Wallace in Alabama. 


He hired the New York advertising firm of 


Papert, Koerug, Lois, Inc., which had already 
contracted to handle the advertising of Sen. Jack 
Javits, the ""New York Republican. The Ken. 
nedysr however, talked in terms of spending 
around $18 million before the national election 
was over, so Javits obligingly moved his ac- 
count elsewhere. 


The Papert, Koenig, Lois agency promptly sent 


a skilled TV producer, John Frankenheimer, 
to Indiana to film professional shots of the 
candidate and these have been deluging almost 
every TV station in the state, plus some sta. 
tions in Chicago and Cincinnati which reach 
into Indiana. 


In addition, Arthur Schlesinger, the former 


JFK brain truster, was hooked up by radio to 
the 16 major colleges of Indiana when he spoke 
at Valparaiso University in mid-April. College 
students on all of the 16 colleges listened to the 
learned discourse of the exJIarvard professor 
on Bobby Kennedy. 
"Sam-bang close-ups wherein college kids 


are questioning Kennedy, featured in a half- 
hour statewide link, were harsh to the point 
of heat," Variety quotes producer John Frank- 
enheimer as saying. 


The total cost of the Kennedy radio-TV com. 


mercials in Indiana alone is estimated at a 
minimum of $750,000. He has preempted so 
much time that it? s almost impossible for other 
candidates to buy spots except on smaller radio 
stations. This follows the Kennedy pattern of 
1960 when, says Charles Warner, now a CBS 
executive in New York but then a sales man. 
ager in Washington, he had to inform the Ken- 
nedy campaign managers that there was no more 
time available.

Sen. McCarthy, who has been limping far be. 


hind Bobby when it comes to money, is using 
the Carl Ally Agency. Gov. Roger Branigin 
is spending even less. 


As part of Bobby's saturation campaign he ar- 


ranged with Bantam Books in March to rush out 
a first printing of 400,000 paperback copies of 
his book, "To Seek a Newer World." The book 
has been updated with Bobby's views on Hie 
Vietnam war, and Bantam, with the cooperation 
of his campaign managers, has been rushing air 
shipments all over the country. 


In addition, Kennedy's Madison Avenue experts 


have saturated some of the Indiana suburbs 
with billboards, have taken wellnplaced ads in 
Negro papers which operate on a marginal basis 
and where ads can be persuasive. They have 
also launched a mail campaign to all registered 
Democratic voters and have arranged with all 
Indiana newspapers to carry advertising in. 
serts in the form of a tabloid newspaper this 
Sunday. ~ 


Kennedy also pays students $1.65 an hour to 


corral votes both by house4oJiouse canvass 
and telephone. The telephone technique is a 
system developed by Richard Nixon when he 
first ran for Congress in 1946 and used it to 
smear Rep. Jerry Voorhis, Democrat, with be- 
ing pro-communist; later against Helen Gahagan 
Douglas when Nixon ran for the Senate. 


Neither Kennedy, McCarthy, nor the 2,000 


volunteer students are using any smear tech- 
niques. 


This is a campaign which a family with an esti- 


mated wealth of $300,000,000 can afford. But 
Sen. McCarthy and Gov. Branigin can't. This 
also means that the candidates must necessar- 
ily go into hock politically to those who fi- 
nance their campaigns. And when either big 
business or big labor finances a candidate it 
means that they can call on their man for fa- 
vors later. 


Most important of all, however, it means that 


the primary system which was developed to 
avoid the boss control of the convention or the 
smoke-filled room is nullified. Ha wealthy fam. 
ily can dump several million dollars into a pri- 
mary, and through radio and TV win, it be. 
comes a moot question as to which is worse- 
buying a political boss or buying the public 
through Madison Avenue.

East Found himself con- 


fronted with an early dis- 
carding problem in defending 
against South's six heart 
contract, and when he failed 
to a n a l y z e the situation 
tboroly, the result was a loss 
that ran into four figures. 


West opened the king of 


diamonds and when the queen 
appeared from his partner's 
hand, it was easy to read 
East for a singleton. West 
accordingly continued with a 
s m a l l diamond. Declarer 
ruffed with dummy's king of 
hearts in order to protect 
himself against an overruff. 


East was called on to make 


a discard and, after consider- 
able thought, he gave up the 
deuce of spades. South pro- 
ceeded to draw trump in four 
rounds and then cashed the 
three t o p spades. When 
East's ten succumbed on the 
third round, North's long 
card in the suit became 
established f o r declarer's 
12th 
trick. The count was 


four spades, four hearts, 
three clubs, and one diamond 
ruff. 


East's spade discard at 


trick two dealt a mortal blow 
to the defensive cause. Equal- 
ly fatal, however, would have 
been a sluff in clubs. Inas- 
much as East has the sole 
burden of protecting against 
both of dummy's long suits, 
he cannot afford to part with 


* j black card; 


The only safe sluff avail- 


able to ^ East, then, is a 
trump. By playing a small 
heart under the king, he can 
postpone t h e decision of 
which side suit to give up 
until declarer has made a 
commitment from dummy. 


Observe that as trumps are 


drawn, the North hand must 
make the first discard. On 
the third heart, a club may 
be thrown as East follows 
with his last trump. If a 
fourth heart is led, then 
dummy must part with either 
another club or a spade. 
Whichever is chosen, East 
can now safely discard from 
the same suit, and declarer 
will eventually fall one trick 
short.

TROPHY 
WINNERS 


Dave Titus, our local game protector, called 


me the other day. "Don," he said, "we had 
a couple of Triple Trophy winners in Warden 
last fall and I have finally got their certificates 
arid arm patches. 
Fd like to have a picture 


taken when I present them to the fellows. How 
about it?" 


"Anytime, Dave," I told him. For I was just 


as anxious to see those Triple Trophy awards 
presented as Dave was to be handing them outi 
They're not easy to come by in any county, 
and because we have so few bear in Warren 
County the hunter who .grabs one of these 
prizes just has to be something more than an 
ordinary gun toter. 


Being a Triple Award winner means that the 


'hunter has taken his bear, deer and turkey all 
in the same season. The award is made by the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission through the lo- 
cal game protector after it is fully determined 
that the win is on the up and up, and the 
hunter was hunting legally when the kills were 
made. 


Now with the average hunter feeling well 


pleased with himself if he gets his buck, and the 
above average hunter swelling out his chest until 
the buttons pop if he can brag that he also got 
his turkey, I just wanted to see what state of 
ecstasy a couple of hunters who had knocked off 
all three would be in when they were handed the 
awards. 
So I made a date to meet them and 


Dave at Bob Holme's gas station the next day. 


It turned out that the winners of the Triple 


Trophy awards were Bob Ent and Denny Flatt. 
Which wasn't too surprising in that both of these 
fellows had long ago established their reputations 
as above average hunters, and both can give a 
good account of themselves on the fishing 
streams. 
In short, they are both all around 


sportsmen. 


Well, it didn'', Uk.=>. ~)ave long to hand out the 


certificates and hold up the arm patches to 
eTfch fellow's shoulder, to show him how nice 
ttie colorful insignia was going to look on bis 
jacket. In the meantime I snapped a couple of 
shots anl the official part of the program was 
over. But then we got to talking. 


Denny Flatt said that he had just missed getting 


one of the awards last year. He got the buck and 
turkey alright, but missed the shot on his bear 
when he failed to push the safety onhis gun all the 
way of E. But he was satisifed, he said. The buck 
was a real prize eight-point, the best deer among 
the four eight-points and a seven-point he has 
killed in the last five years. It was a real thrill 
to get it too, Denny said. He had his bear and 
turkey, so when he knocked over Ms buck on the 
second day of the season it didn't look so much 
like just another buck, but more like a Triple 
Trophy award hanging on the wall at home. 
, Bob Ent couldn't remember Ms record on deer. 
He did say, though, that he hadn't missed Ms 
deer in years and that he hadn't missed getting 
Ms turkey in eighteen years. 
And even 


getting the Triple Trophy award came close to 
being old stuff to Bob. If the Game Commission 
would have been handing out the awards in 1964 
the one tMs year would have been Ms second. 
For Bob pulled the hat trick that year, too. 


Then there was another thing bothering Bob. 


He would have given Ms right leg to see Ms son 
standing there getting the award in his place, 
or at least with Mm. His 16-year-old son Randy 
had killed a deer and a turkey but missed 
qualifying for an award when a wounded bear 
got away from him. That's coming .close. And 
I think any hunter who has a 16-year-old son or 
ever had one knows how Bob felt about it. 


Both hunters hedged a little bit when I asked 


them how long they thought it would be before 
they Mt the jackpot again. But both said they 
were going to keep right on giving it the old hard 
try. K they do it won't be too long before either 
one of these fellows (or both) will be in the lineup 
again. 
': I finally got around to asking Dave if there was 
any chance that more hunters would qualify for 
the Triple Trophy during the spring gobbler 
season. Dave said there were two%ho could- 
Merrit Thomas and Norm Yeagle—so far as 
he could remember. 


And of course, Dave was pretty well pleased 


that even two of the awards had come into War- 
ren County. As he pointed out, the chance of 
getting one 
in a county where only 12 to 20 


bear are killed in a season reduces the chances 
considerably, and makes it fairly evident that the 
hunter who does qualify is a pretty darn good 
hunter. Then too, Dave said, the turkey hasn't 
been abundant in tMs county too long. But our 
turkey hunters have improved to the point now 
where the turkey isn't giving them too much 


I trouble. 


J In fact, Dave's quite sure, he'll be handing 
put some more certificates in the not too dis- 
tant future.

across the Pacific Ocean. 


"You will find that everything 


the radio enthusiasts predicted 
then have since come true— 
with one exception—the cables 
have not died," he said. 


Westfall said cables still had
